This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

Species 1, claims 1-17, drawn to methods of depositing ceramic, forming a gap, 
and controlling the width of the gap. 

Species 2, claims 18-23, drawn to methods of depositing insulating material, 
forming a gap, and reshaping the gap. 

Species 3, claims 24-26, drawn to methods of forming a groove bordered by a 
ridge, then forming the groove to follow a direction of a fluid stream. 

Species 4, claims 27-31 , drawn to methods of depositing a ceramic, form first 
plurality of grooves at a first depth, form second plurality of grooves at a second depth. 

Species 5, claims 32-34, drawn to methods of depositing ceramic, forming first 
plurality of grooves, depositing second ceramic, forming second plurality of grooves. 

Species 6, claim 35, drawn to a method of applying a bond coating and applying 
a thermal barrier coating and engraving grooves on opposed sides of the location. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claims are generic.
